American Aid 


As the Nazis admit, Britain's defeat’ will come 
only when she has been successfully invaded 
for when all her life lines-have been cut. At 
the \present moment Hitler desperately is. at- 
tempting the second.named operation. The Battle 
of the Atlantic is on. Five hundred thousand 
‘quate miles of sea is the baltlofeld—Britain's 
‘sea communications with the United States and 
Empire. Along those life lines flow inwards to 
Britain the vital supplies of raw material and 
food, aeroplanes and munitions from America, 
troops and trained airmen from the Dominions. 
Outwards go the reinforcements, the supplies 
‘and equipment to the fighting forces overseas. 
‘Along these lines flow also the export goods 
which help to pay for Britain's purchases of 
war materials abroad, By overruning Europe 
‘the Germans have gained a tremendous strate- 
isle advantage and Britain is menaced by an 
fenemy: coastline stretching from the Arctic to 
'Spain. Not only has Hitler a wide frontage to 
the North Sea, bases within sight of the south 
const of England, but from the ports of Brittany 
land the west of France he has direct access to the 
North Atlantic. Those life lines must be kept 
going. The submarines must be beaten. Surface 
Falders must be blown out of the sea. ‘Bombers 
must be driven from the skies above. It will be 
‘done, but Britain's task i9 a heavy one. In the 
‘United States public opinion has realized the 
fact that American help to Britain must reach 
there in Increasing quantities If the U.S.A. is 
to survive in its present form. Britain’ defeat 
would mean the encirclement of America and 
the American publie is beginning to realize this 
act as never before. Wilh America’s help the 
Battle of the Atlantic will be won. Already US. 
neutrajity patrols have been vastly extended 
into the Atlantic Ocean and the question of 
convoying aid to Britain is being discussed in 
hhigh quarters. Unless American aid reaches is 
[destination, as these quarters have realized, it 
fs useless sending supplies if they are to rest at 
the bottom of the ocean. Ships are being turned 
lover to Britain in large numbers and all is

Dr. Quo Tai-chi Advocates Step to Save World for 
Democracy ; U.S. Asked to Stop Aid to Japan 


New York, May 2. 


HE ‘United States, Great Britain and China must pool their 
economic and military resources to save the world for De~ 
mocracy, Dr. Quo Tai-chi said here yesterday. :

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GERMAN ARITHMETISTS 
Apr. 30, 


‘To be a really efficient liar it is necessary 
to havea good memory and because they 
hhave bad memories the German propagand- 
ists are bad liars. They are also bad at 
figures, even those they handle untruthtully, 
It is but natural that they should seek to 
make as much as possible out of their suc- 
cesses. in Greece, which, however, is only a 
secondary theatre of war in which they have 
received a very severe mauling, necessitating 
the reorganization of a number of divisions 
estimated to be in the neighbourhood of ten, 
‘The extent of the damage inflicted upon them 
is such that they have been obliged to ox- 
aggerate the totals of the damage inflicted 
upon British and Allied shipping in the 
oan Sea and in doing so they have com- 
pletely exposed the falsity of their claims. 
‘Thus in a telegram from Berlin dated April 
27, carried by ‘Transocean, official disse-| 
minator of Germanic untruth, appeared the| 
following: — 

“Altogether since April 26 
dive. bombers and bombers 
totaiting 282,00 tons, 
vessels were seriously damaged 
them ‘unsuitable for further service in the 
near future, "Altogether enemy ships totalling 
some 700,000. tons were sunk oF severely 

rmaged in waters off Greece so far.” 

The remarkable performance recorded on 
April 27 of having dealt with nearly three 
‘quarters of a million tons of British shipping 
since the previous day, is\ clearly indicative 
of the devastation wrought when German 
propagandists get anywhere near pen and 
paper, 

But the foregoing extract needs to be com- 
pared with what was handed out by the same 
news agency yesterday dealing with the same 
subject. 

““BERLIN, April 20.~ (Transocean) —3Miliary 
‘quarters ‘here point out that ‘British tonnage 
losses during the flight of the British Expedi~ 
tionary Force trom Greece have already 
‘exceeded the tonnage losses sultered by Britain 
during the flight’ of British troops. from 
Dunnkivk last year, 

‘According to figures available thus far, 
285,000 tons have been sunk by the Germar 
Alt Force in waters of Greece up to April 
21, while’ the total tonnage losses during. the 

liht from. Dunkirk last year” were only. 

about 260,000 tons, 

Eighiy-five transports or other ships were 
moreover damaged in waters off Greece from 
‘April 16 to 27, ‘These ships include a number 
of big ships, including 20,000-ton and. 15,000- 
‘on Vessels," and a considerable number of 
ships of between 6,000 and 9,000 tons, 

Repairing these damaged ships, the total 
tonnage of which is about 400,000 tons at a 
ronservative estimate, will Fequire many 
months—Transocean, 

‘A comparison of these figures is interesting. 
In neither case is the number of vessels 
which the Germans claim to have sunk been 
aiven, but apparently the Germans claim to 
have sunk 63,000 tons of shipping sinee April 
27. Yot the total amount of tonnage sunk, 
or damaged has decreased from 700,000 tons 
‘to 685,000 tons; not a great deal, but sufficient 
to show that the Germans whatever they ean 
do with armies, certainly cannot control 
figures. 

But further investigation reveals something 
feven more interesting. .On April 27 it was 
stated that 52 vessels were seriously damaged. 
Subtracting the tonnage said to have been 
sunk from the total of 700,000 it fs apparent 
that 408,000 tons represents tonnage of the 
damaged vessels. On April 29 Berlin claimed 
that 85 transports and other ships were 
damaged in waters off Greece, stating that 
this represented total tonnage of about 
400,000 tons, or 68,000 tons less than that 
claimed on April 27. So the world is faced 
with a German claim that whereas they 
suceceded in damaging 28 more British ships 
between April 20 and April 29 the total 
amount of damage done in tons had shrunk 
to a smaller figure than that originally claim~ 
ed on the first date. Tn other words the 
whole tonnage of 82 ships is Iess than the 
tonnage of part of that tota], namely 52, and 
‘that, as Euclid would doubtless remark, Is 
absurd. Tt is when the Germans engage in 
such antics as these that an idea can be 
formed of exactly how much eredence can 











































ceeded in instilling into the minds of his 
lying minions that calculated untruths must 
at least have some congruity about them, 
and not be so foolishly inconsistent that an| 
elementary schoolboy could not fail to] 
perceive their stupidity. 





IN ABYSSINIA 
‘Apr, 30. 


‘With the’ capture of Dessic in Abyssinia, 
where the Due d'Aosta, Talian.commander- 
in-chief, "was expected’ to make his stand, 
another’ step towards the liquidation of the 
situation in north-east Africa has been made. 
This town is one of the last points of resist- 

in Ttalian East Africa. "The retreating 

“forces have the choice of two routes| 
to take, one to make off in the direction of 
French ‘Somaliland, involving a ¢ifficult trip 
across the desert, ‘or to proceed northwest 
wards for a final’ stand at Gondar. Roughly 
speaking there are stil! four places of pos-| 
sible resistance for the various Ttallan forces 
which have now no communication with each 
other, namely in the Gondar area to the 
northwest of Addis Ababa, and Jimma to 
the southwest of the capital, around Nekemti 
to the west and the desert area in the| 
northeast of Abyssinia. When the campaign| 
in Ethiopia is studied with the assistance of| 
a map it is clear that the British and Allied 
forces in their invasion followed the excellent 
roads which the Italians have made since| 
they conquered the country. 

‘The Italians have been obliged to do the 
same thing, and in their retreat from Dessie 
they are following the road connecting that! 
town with Gondar which naturally offers the 
best means of speedy retreat. The general| 
result has been that while British columns| 
were able to make rapid advances they did so| 
leaving much territory to be cleaned up by 
the loyal Abyssinian forces, who have more! 
definitely occupied the conquered territory’ 
than have the British. ‘There is, however, 
now very little likelihood that the Duc 
@’Aosta and his forces will succeed in reach~ 
ng the coast, and it would do him no good 
if he did so. ‘There the British navy is in 
control, and there is no opportunity for the 
Italian ‘commander to imitate the British feat 
at Dunkirk, and nowhere for him to go if he 
made the aitempt. ‘There seems every reason| 
to believe that caught between the British 
forces advancing northwards from Dessie and 
southward out of Eritrea the Italian com- 
mander-in-chiet will ultimately be forced to 
stand, and give battle the outcome of which 
would not seem to be much in doubt. 

In the Jimma area another important 
istrict in which the Talians are still 
resisting, progress appears to have been slow, 
chiefly owing to the mountainous nature of 
the country and the scarcity of good roads. 
Nevertheless two columns are operating 
northwards out of Negheli and  Javello, 
driving towards Antenora, where two roads, 
Jone on the south and the other from the 
southeast join that leading to Addis Ababa. 
It {s fully understood that the rate of pro- 
‘greis must now be considerably slower than 
at the commencement of the Abyssinian 
campaign, for the rainy season has already’ 
feommenced and reports have come to hand 
of the men fighting drenched to the skin. 
Tt is not only a question of individual dis-| 
comfort, however, but of the difficulties 
‘which face the transportation of war material 
0 much of which is heavy over waterlogged 
terrain. 

‘That the Italians have managed to hold 
out to the rainy season does not in fact 
amount to much. ‘The main fact is that their 
forces have been completely broken up, that 
much of their supplies has already’ dis- 
appeared into their enemy's hands, and that 
there is no prospect of their receiving any’ 
assistance whatever. It may soon be possible, 
therefore, for the British to hand over the 
task of reducing the remainiier of the Italian. 
resistance to the loyal Abyssinians, thus 
making. it possible. to reinforce the British 
troops facing the German and Ttalian forces 
now upon the Egyptian border. ‘There 
doubtless, after refit, the British and Imperial 
forces which are now being evacuated from. 
Greece will also soon be sent, by which time! 
it is believed there will be more than suff 
cient men on the spot to handle the combined. 
German-ttalian menace to the Suez Canal. 
‘This seems to be all the more likely in. view 
of reports that the enemy strength in| 
Gyrenaiea is by no means as imposing as the 
forees with which Marshal. Graziani started 
his ill-fated attempt to invade Egypt. 























GERMANY ANNOYED

‘The fact, disclosed by a poll conducted by 
the American magazine “Fortune,” that 84.1 
per cent. of leading American businessmen

It is in this promise, that the United States 
will ensure delivery of the goods, if neces- 
sary, that Hitler sees his gravest peril. If 
he cannot prevent American supplies reach- 
ing the British Isles he will have lost thie 
Battle of the Atlantic just as surely as he 
lost the Battle of Great Britain last year, and 
with such a defeat ultimate British and Allied 
victory will be brought all the nearer. It 
is quite obvious that Hitler is out to force 
a decision this summer if at all possible, He 
probably realizes as his advisers must that 
the success in the Mediterranean, as General. 
‘Smuts so foreibly points out, need not neces- 
sarily be productive of anything more than 
Jocal advantage, that, even if the Germans 
were to cut, the line of communications vit 
‘Suez, Great’ Britain would still be’ able to 
carry on the war. Hence General Smuts’ 
declaration that Hitler is gaining victories 
Dut losing the war. ‘The struggle has already. 
lasted longer than he anticipated. He pro- 
mised his people a swift success. He is now 
bogged down in a war which is by no means, 
to his liking, and becoming more and more 
distasteful as the American determination to 
secure the defence of the Western Hemisphere 
through assistance to Britain grows, 

Hf, for purposes of the defence of the 
Americas, it is necessary to send the naval 
forces of the United States into any part of 
the seven seas, whether into German, de~ 
clared combat zones or not, those forces will 
be sent. Already the United States Navy is 
maintaining patrols at greater distances from. 
the coast than ever hefore, and it is quite 
clear that, if the Germans ‘seck to interfere 
with them, appropriate action will be taken. 
‘Thus 2,000 miles from the American coast 
US. naval vessels are performing their 
functions. That would bring them within 
easy reach of the shores of Great Britain, 
should that be necessary, and, if President 
Roosevelt is finally forced to decide that the 
US. Navy will have to convoy war materials 
to Great Britain, the development of a fur- 
ther patrol system should’ not present any un- 
‘surmountable difficulty. 

Naturally all this is unpleasant for the 
Germans. But the fact is that Hitler has so 
completely revealed himself and his ambi- 
tions that he has proved himself to be the 
best possible propagandist on the side of the 
Allies that could be desired. The full 
realization by the masses of the United 
‘States of what _a German victory would mean, 
the enslavement of peoples and the abolition 
of those rights for which English-speaking 
peoples have fought for centuries, has been 
brought to them not by the speeches of Pre~ 
sident Roosevelt, not by British propaganda, 
but by the declarations and actions of Hitler 
himself. Hence German chagrin over recent 
developments and the possibility of others in 
the future. Great Britain with the resources 
of the Empire and the United States behind 
her is in a better position to carry on the 
struggle against Hitler than at any time since 
the war commenced. Added to that import~ 
ant fact is the determination of the British 
people that this war cannot come to an end 
until the menace of Naziism has been com= 
pletely wiped out.

MAYPOLES AND QUEENS 
May 1. 

May Day!—the word brings back all sorts 
‘of Tudor memories when it was alleged Eng- 
land was truly merrie, though, perhaps, if it 
‘were possible to be translated’ back to ‘those 
times, it might be found that those glad days 
‘were after all not really so bright. ‘The idea 
is very much the same as the continual say- 
ing by so many people that their schooldays 
were the really happy time in their life. 
‘Almost -invariably the school boy does not 
share that opinion, Today, a few: centuries ago, 
fall classes of people would go a'pleasuring, 
up with the dawn: end into the woods to 
bring back branches of trees, and flowers in 
triumph to the villages and towns, the pro- 
cession being led by the bearers of the May- 
pole who would set it up for dancing through- 
out the day. That was one of the many 
things that the Puritans could not possibly 
bear. John Stubbes in the “Anatomy of 
Abuses” speaks of them as ‘stinckyng idols” 
about which people “leape and daunce, as 
the heathen did." Your Puritan, as Ma- 
‘cauley points out, delighted in ' sonorous 
psalmody in which the nasal tones pre- 
dominated. It was a sad pleasure but the 
Puritans loved it and scorned the lighter 
enjoyment of the nimble lads and lasses as 








they danced round the Maypole. 
Tt is an interesting fact that the unco guids 


putting a measure through Parliament for 
bidding the erection of maypoles, ‘That was 
1644, but when the Restoration came the 
‘inckyng idols” were replaced, ‘The last to 
be put up was in the Strand, ‘where under 
the supervision of James If, ‘then Duke of 
York, twelve British tailors ‘set up a cedar 
pole 134ft high somewhere near the site of 
the present St, Mary’s-in-the-Strand, It stood 
there for Atty-six years, belng taken down’ 
in 1717, and conveyed to. Wanstead Park in 
Essex, where Sir Isaac Newton fixed it up 
‘as part support for a large telescope pre~ 
sented to the Royal Society by a French 
astronomer. ‘There were other permanent 
maypoles in London ‘notably one in the east 
of the City, where the name, St, Mary- 
lunder-Shaft ‘recalls the permanent pole near 
the church around which generations of 
young Londoners danced out their May Day 
festivals. ‘ 

‘And 60 today, “Spring's last-born darling 
clear-eyed, sweet, pauses a moment with 
white, twinkling feet.” Perhaps on some 
village greens the lassies did dance bare~ 
footed, but most likely in London which was 
not even then any too clean the feet twinkled 
{in good solid shoon, One thing which puzzles 
the average reader of the poets is the fact 
that they do not appear to have agreed upon 
the sex of personified May. A generality of 
opinion seems to suggest that May is a 
female, Milton plumps for that idea and so 
do many others, but one Bayard Taylor gels 
himself inextricably mixed up in two verses 
of the same poem 

‘When May, with cowslip-bralded locks 
‘Walks through the land in green attire, 
‘And burns in meadow-grass the phlox 
His torch of purple A 
‘And when the punctual May arrives 
‘With cowsllp-garland on her brow, 
‘We know what once she gave our lives, 
‘And cannot give us now. 
The irreverent might suggest that this payti- 
cular poet considered the month as being 
some of the nature of what the sailors call 
an “harumfrodite” as something between 
female spring and masculine summer. 

The idea seems particularly applicable to 
the daylight saving schemes adopted in s0 
many parts of the world now, There is no 
need for the exhortation to mother dear to 
be called early in order to be Queen o' the 
May, because everyone now seems to have 
attained that high distinction by the mere 
fact of early rising. For any single young 
‘woman to be Queen o' the May nowa\ 
she would have to rise even earlier than be- 
fore, making inroads into beauty sleep and 
consequently wreaking some damage to the 
regal complexion and the brightness of the 
queenlike eye. Doubtless, for it is so difficult 
to get away from this war—Mussolint will 
be celebrating the Italian victory over Greece 
‘which the German armies secured for him, 
by cavorting round a maypole arrayed in 
toga and a laurel wreath, another opportunity 
of demonstrating his agility, which he did so 
splendidly on horseback last year with the 
tail of his shirt hanging out, 



































THE GREEK CAMPAIGN 
. May 2. 

Now that the story of the British evacva~ 
tion from Greece can be told it is plain that 
the British High Command were adroit enough 
to prevent the Germans achieving thelr 
ambition of destroying the troops which had 
been sent to the assistance of Greece. TI 
evacuation of more than seventy-five per 
cent, of the forces originally sont to Greece 
may possibly rank as a greater performance 
than Dunkirk, in view of the fact that the 
British over Greece did not have the local 
‘air superiority which they undoubtedly had 
‘over the Channel. Incidentally the fact that 
so large a proportion of British troops were 
Temoved to safety gives the divect Ile to the 
German claims of the sinking and damaging 
fof tonnage to the alleged extent of over 
700,000 tons. It is clear that if anything of 
the nature had occurred it would have been 
‘quite impossible to have removed 48,000 men 
to safety. ‘There Js still some chance that 
even more men will be rescued from Greece, 
but in view of what was done, and the man= 
ner in which the German timetable was dis- 
located with such heavy casualties to the 
enemy, the whole venture does not appear to 
have been anywhere near as expensive to 
Britain as it was at frst believed it might be. 

Mr, Anthony Eden in the House of Com- 
mons on Wednesday was able to state that 
the withdrawal had been carried out with the 
agreement of the Greck Government. ‘The 
exact wording of the Greek communication 
‘on the subject is interesting and highly signi- 
ficant "Consequently, the Royal Govern- 
ment is obliged to state that further sacrifice 
of the British Expeditionary Force would be 
in vain, and that its withdrawal in time 
seems to be rendered necessary by present 
conditions.” Great Britain went to the as- 
sistance of Greece in honour bound. She 
was honourably acquitted of her obliga~ 
tion by the Greek Government, and in 
this declaration is to be found a direct an- 
swer to the German lie that the British were 
Jeaving the Greeks in the lurch and .saving 
their own skins. ‘The evacuation was in con= 
formity with the wishes of the Greek Gov- 








managed to have their way and succeeded in 


ernment and the enemy allegation that Great 
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Britain deserted her Ally {s exposed as a 
palpable falsehood. 
Aitempts to sum up the advantages and 
disadvantages of the campaign in Greece 
must of necessity ‘be deferred until history 
can take a long view of the incident and set 
it in the perspective of the war as a whole. 
‘There are, however, certain aspects of it. 
which canbe dealt with now. Germany has 
achieved a success enhancing her prestige. 
‘That has to be admitted at once, Further- 
more she has saved her tottering partner, 
Italy,"from the utter defeat with which the 
latter was faced. By attracting British 
* forees.from Egypt to Greece, and reinforcing 

the defeated Italians in Libya it was possible 
to recover the territory. which Marshal 
Graziani had lost, while there is also the p0s~ 
sibility that the German success in Greece 
may have repercussions in Turkey. ‘These 
‘advantages may prove to be not inconsider- 
able, On the other hand Great Britain hi 
not suffered.a particularly heavy defeat. 
What is more she has disrupted German plans 
and possibly forced some delay in future 
developments, and, as Hitler’s great need is 
for speed against time, that in itself is by no 
‘means unimportant, 

Tn addition to that, Germany has acquired 
two more countries which will require to be. 
Kept in subjection, countries which are likely 
to give her considerable trouble. Her losses 
are known to be heavy, much heavier than 
‘the proportions of her victory can - ever 
justify for the Gerrhan high command ap- 
Pears to have sacrificed men with the same 
yecklessness which they displayed in the last 
war, Britain has now the support of the 
Greck army, air force, navy and mercantile 
marine, and retains Crete, a most favourable 
spot whence to conduct ‘the defence of the 
Suez Canal. Germany will doubtless en- 
deavour to set up puppet governments; but it 
is expected, those will be no more 
than ‘uml cegesieatons in other ecatlad 
countries, If as it is estimated Britain has 
gained about two months time as a result. 
of the resistance put up in Greece that in 
itself goes a long way towards offsetting some 
of the advantages Germany has secured, so 
that it will be seen that on balance the Ger- 
man gain in the Balkans is not so great as 
Hitler would have: his own people and the 
world at large believe. Indeed the whole 
matter seems strikingly to illustrate General 
Smuts’ declaration that Hitler is winning 
vietories but losing the war. 

















MOSCOW’S BAN 
May 2. 

Probably the most intriguing puzzle which 
the Sphinx in the Kremlin has given political 
‘commentators to solve is the ban announced 
‘on ‘Tuesday forbidding the passage of war 
materials in transit through the Soviet Uni 
‘Munitions, aircraft parts and accessories, 
machine tools for making munitions, explo- 
sives and polsons come under the decree, 
while transit of other goods will be allowed, 
but only under special authorization, or by 
yeason of trade agreements. Speculation as 
to what this latest move really means is all 
‘the more complicated by the apparent con- 
ict of possible reasons for it, If some of its 
implications axe apparently anti-Axis it is 
also a fact that other nations who may not 
have any enthusiasm for either Germany or 
Maly are also involved, If it is correct that 
‘this ban will prevent the passage of war 
materials across Russia between Germany 
and Japan, it is also true that the same thing 
applies to the Swedish supplies to Turkey, 
while Iran and Afghanistan will also be cut 
off from the potential armaments resources 
of Germany, Japan and Sweden, 

In the case of Turkey there must be con~ 
siderable astonishment that M. Stalin should 
have made such a move, Turkey has de- 
clared herself to be ready to defend herself 
against aggression, She has a very definite 
understanding with Soviet Russia, and the 
fact that this ban may deprive her of the 
> additional material resources which might 

become necessary to her if she is obliged to 
resist German aggression, suggests prima 
facie that this move is designed to assist 
Hitler in whatever designs he may have in 
his mind against the Turks, If that is indeed 
the case then M, Stalin has made a treacher- 
ous move which may operate ultimately to 
his disadvantage. A Turkey overrun by the 
Germans would mean that the latter would 
be facing the Russians on a front stretching 
from the Baltic to the Caucasus with the 
consequent threat to the very rich ollflelds 
situated there. It seems inconceivable that 
M, Stalin would make any move creating any 
such likelihood, but that is the situation 
which would be created it Turkey were to 
fall under the German yoke. 

London observers, however, take a some- 
‘what different view of the matter describing 
the ban as the neatest trick that M, Stalin 
thas pulled for some time, It is believed that 
Germany has made at least informal remon- 
strances to Moscow following last week's an- 
nouncement that the Russians had agreed to 
the transit of armaments from Sweden to 
‘Turkey. It is suggested that M, Stalin not 
only complied with Germany's views but 
‘went the whole distance of prohibiting ‘the 
transit of all munitions, thereby striking a 
heavier blow to the German-Japan trade than 
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to anything else. That particular phase of| 
the trafflc in war materials is certainly more 
imposing and more important to those two 
countries than could be the Swedish supplies, 
to Turkey. There is. nothing inherently im- 
Probable in such a story, and if it is true, 
suggests that M, Stalin is not without a de- 
gree of sardonic humour. Instead of a par- 
Hleularized neutrality which was apparently, 
desired by Germany M. Stalin has gone the 
whole hog, and the results are likely to be 
embarrassing to Hitler. 

‘The importance of the German remon- 
strances on the subject lies in the fact that 
there are indications that, now the Greek 
‘campaign has for the time being been brought 
to a close, increased pressure is to be brought 
upon Turkey to enter the Axis fold, Ribben- 
‘trop and von Papen have all along been 
working hard to bring about such a develop- 
‘ment, but up to the present the ‘Turkish 
Government has resisted their blandishments, 
It is possible, now that the Germans have 
secured control over the Balkans, that Hitler 
‘will adopt a sterner attitude, and demand. 
that Turkey shall toe the line. Only the 
future can tell exactly what the Turkish at- 
fitude will be, for, though its Government. 
and Press have declared that they would re- 
sist aggression, the results of the Greck 
campaign may very well tend to modify that 
determination, ‘There is, therefore, just a 
Possibility that M, Stalin is acting’ in Ger- 
many’s behalf in cutting off from Turkey a 
source of supply which might prove valuable, 
should she be forced to engage in hostilities 
with the Germans, 











GERMANY AND RUSSIA 
May 3. 

Summing up the situation after the evacua- 
tion of Greece, Reuter’s military correspond- 
ent states that Hitler’s next moves are likely 
to be, firstly, a drive to capture the Suez 
Canal, by reinforcing his troops in Libya and 
at the same time a heavy attack upon the 
‘Turks in ‘Thrace; secondly, a simultaneous 
move through Spain to seize the British naval 
base in the western Mediterranean, involving 
not only the seizure of Gibraltar but the oc- 
cupation of Tangier and Morocco, and thirdly, 
an attack upon the Ukraine in order to lay 
hands upon the wheat supplies there and 
‘open the road to the oilfields in the Caucasus. 
Ever since Hitler stationed substantial Ger- 
man forces in Rumania last year the threat 
to the Ukraine has been apparent, especially 
‘when Hitler's sentiments regarding that ter- 
ritory as expressed in “Mein Kampf” are 
‘borne in mind. ‘The Russian Government 
took the necessary precautions ‘against sur- 
prise and the German-Russian border has for 
jsome time past been stiff with troops. 

Indeed it is reported that the massing of 
Russian aeroplanes in western Russia has led 
to the Germans making enquiries as to what 
it meant, only to receive the somewhat 
amusing reply that the machines were there 
merely to be used in spraying the wheat- 
fields. But there are other indications in 
‘addition to the foregoing which suggest that 
‘an attack sooner or later upon Soviet Russia 
is being contemplated. There is the construc- 
tion of immense fortifications in Poland a 
short distanee from the German-Russian 
border, indicating that, in the event of hostili- 
ties, Hitler would be'on the defensive here, 
and seek to deal his stroke against the 
Ukraine out of Rumania and through Bess- 
arabia, Even more significant was the May 





Day speech of the Russian commander-in- 
chief in Moscow's Red Square on the oc- 
casion of the army's annual parade. General 
Timoshenko declared that the Red Army was 
ready {o offer an annihilating rebuff to any 
imperialist encroachment upon the interests 


Jot Russia's socialist state. “The Re Arm; 
he said “must keep its powder dry and be 
a state of constant mobilization and prepared- 
ness so that no ‘accident’ and no tricks of 
their foreign enemies would catch them un- 
awares.” 

The only country which constitutes a grave 
menace to Russia is obviously Germany, and 
the General's remarks are in fact a warning 
‘that the Russian Government is on the qui 
vive, and has been lulled into no sense of 
false security by the Russo-German Non- 
Aggression Pact of 1939. ‘Turkey, which is 
on terms of the closest:friendship with Rus- 

‘most certainly offers no_ threat, while 
signature of the Soviet-Japanese neu- 
trality agreement should serve to remove any 
danger to Russia in the Far East. Neither 
Great Britain nor the United States have the 
desire, or the opportunity to interfere in any 

and all other cointries, 
with the exception of Germany, can with like 
ease be eliminated from the list of the 
Sovit's potential attackers, and it follows 
quite clearly that General ‘Timoshenko's re- 
‘marks were levelled in Germany's direction. 

‘Against the probability of a German attack 
jon Russia may be advanced Hitler's great 
dread of having to fight upon two fronts at! 
Jone and the same time. It is possible that 
his ideas upon that subject have undergone 
Jconsiderable modification since, the com- 
mencement of the war, while the campaign 
around the Mediterranean is not likely at 
Jany time to be such as to occupy a very 














large proportion of the forces at his disposal. 


[With only a small fraction of the German, 
armies engaged, and by far the greatest por- 
tion remaining’ idle, the temptation to grab 
the Ukrainian granary must indeed be great, 
not alone because of the richness of the 
prize but also because of the increasing.des- 
peration of Germany's need for foodstuffs and 
oil. With the situation in the Balkans 
liquidated in Germany's favour, there would 
now be no danger to the German rear, should 
an invasion of the Ukraine be decided upon, 
and from that point of view Hitler is in a 
better position to proceed towards the satis- 
faction of this particular ambition than he has. 
been at any time since the commencement of 
‘the war. Whether Russia is in a fit condi- 
tion to resist with any real prospects of suc- 
‘cess is something which only time and the| 
jevent will show, but of the Soviet’s inten- 
tion to protect its interests there cannot be 
the slightest doubt, 





CABINET CHANGES 
May 3. 

‘The reshuMing of ‘the British Cabinet at a 
time like the present has been variously in- 
terpreted as an attempt to show the United 
States that the right men are being put in 
the right jobs on the one hand, and as a 
|means of forestalling criticism which is to be 
jexpected in the course of the debate on the 
|war which has been promised for next week. 
It is to be doubted whether either of these 
reasons carry very much weight, though per- 
fhaps certain circles in the United States 
jwould be glad of the knowledge that Mr. 
Winston Churebill was being supported by 
the best men for the various ministries under 
him. With zegard to the coming debate in 
the House of Commons there are indications 
that the feelings expressed last week have 
jundergone some modification os a result of 
the revelation of the true facts in connection 
with the despatch of forces to Greece, and 
the knowledge that not only were the British 
losses comparatively light but that the severe 
[casualties inflicted upon the Germans has to 
‘a very large extent justified the decision to 
go to the assistance of the Greeks, 

Perhaps the most astonishing change is the 
jappointment of Lord Beaverbrook to be a 
Minister of State without portfolio. ‘The 
‘office to which he has been appointed has 
rarely been used, and it is thought that he 
‘will now be free'to use his pushful methods 
{in other and less successful war departments 
‘than that of the Ministry for Aircraft Pro 
‘duction. In that office Lord Beaverbrook has 
achieved a complete success, driving right to 
‘the heart of the problems with which he ws 
jeontronted and solving them without any 
‘great regard for the limitations which red 
tape would otherwise have imposed. His 
[successor, Licut.-Col. J, Moore-Brabazon, has 
been connected with aviation from its in- 
fancy, and is probably one of the greatest 
experts available. He will bring to his office 
a rich knowledge of what he has to deal with, 
while his task should be rendered all the 
jeasier by the fact that Lord Beaverbrook has 
[so successfully cleared the ground for quick 
decisions, 

‘That Mr, R. H. Cross has been transferred 
from the Ministry of Shipping to become 
High Commissioner for Australia probably 
results from the criticisms which have re- 
‘cently been levelled against his department, 
‘though the impression has gained ground that 
it has suffered more from the vicissitudes of 
war rather than from any inept administra- 
tion on his part, Mr. F. J, Leathers, formerly 
Coal Adviser to the Ministry of Shipping, be- 
lcomes Minister of Shipping and ‘Transport, 
combined. ‘This new combination should 
Ihave the effect of co-ordinating all matters 
of internal and external transport, and will 
probably mean that the agitation for @ 
Jgreater use of Britain's canal system as a 
further assistance to the railways will re 
ceive the attention which it has long deser- 
ved. Britain has a very valuable canal sys- 
{tem which for some years past has not been 
|carrying the business it should, and its deve- 
Jopment as an auxiliary to the railway sys- 
tem should prove highiy beneficial. 

‘These Cabinet changes are not to be taken 
‘as an admission of weak construction on the 
part of Mr, Churchill. ‘The very fact that he 
has decided to make so few changes, com- 
Paratively speaking, indicates that his first, 
attempts at Cabinet building have proved 
more successful than people at first anti- 
cipated. ‘In this connection it is significant 
to note that Mr. Anthony Eden retains his 
jposition in the Foreign OMice. That is the 
‘clearest indication that he enjoys the con- 
fidence of his, chief, and that the latter is 
satisfied that everything possible was done 
to help Yugoslavia and Greece during his 
tour of the Near East. That Mr, Eden will 
have to face a barrage of criticism during 
next week's debate may be taken for grant- 
ed, but with Mr. Churchill's support he will 
doubtless weather the storm. The great fe 
‘ture about the change is Lord Beaverbrook’s 
new office. He has clearly shown in the 
‘Ministry for Air Production an executive 
‘ability far above most of his fellows, and 
if he succeeds in importing a new spirit of 











drive into those other departments into whose 
routine he will look the change will have 


‘been all to the good. 
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IRAQ SITUATION 
May 5. 

‘When the coup d’état in Iraq was effected 
last month, and Rashid Ali selzed power, a 
situation was created which was immediately 
recognized as grave. His assurance that he 
‘would abide by the Anglo-Iraq Alliance de- 
ceived no one, for he was well known as a 
German agent. Consequently, it was not 
surprising when the British moved into 
Basra for the purpose of protecting their in= 
terests. Obviously Hitler's design is to make 
the British position in the Middle East more 
diMcult and already he’ has created a situa~ 
tion which will necessitate firm handling, It 
has been rightly said that if Hitler had been 
in the British position Rashid Ali would 
doubtless have been liquidated by now, but 
the British policy seems to be at present to 
protect its own position and await thé 
organization of the strong section of: Iraq 
opinion, which opposes Rashid Ali and his 
followers, into a movement to throw out the 
usurping’ Government, ‘That, should not be 


‘impossible, especially with British assistance, 


and it would be a much better line to take 
than throwing substantial forces into Iraq 
which is precisely what Hitler wants, 

‘That there will be a heavy drain on British 
resources in the Middle East may almost be 
taken for granted, but the speed with which 
the British moved clearly indicates that they 
were well alive to the potentialities of the 
situation. It may be doubted whether the de- 
‘elaration of a holy war by a usurping Gov- 
jernment will meet with much response 
throughout the Moslem world, especially 
when the opposing elements in Iraq itself 
would refrain from joining it, This entry 
of an illegal Iraq Government into the war 
against Britain is highly significant for Tw 
key and Syria on both of which Hitler hi 
designs. Turkey can be subjected to a 
squeeze by Germany, Russia and_ possibly 
Iraq which may prove exceptionally embar~ 
rassing, But Hitler is out for oil first. His 
need for it is becoming desperate, and while 
‘the eutting of the pipe lines from the Mosul 
and Kirkuk oilfields, depriving Britain of 
very valuable of! supplies in the eastern 
[Mediterranean, would in itself amount to a 
‘major success 'the securing of those supplies 
for himself would be even greater. 

As the “Daily Mail” rightly says this is no 
time for kid-glove methods. If force is 
necessary to bring Iraq into the line her 
egal Government pledged her to, then force 
must be used, If it is necessary to destroy 
the Mosul and Kirkuk ollfelds to prevent 
their produce falling into enemy hands, they 
must be destroyed and kept destroyed, ‘The 
movement of British troops from ‘Trans~ 
Jordania to Haifa indicates that, should the 
Germans make any attempt upon Syria, Bri~ 
‘tain will strike on their flank. What seems: 
most probable at the moment is that 
the Germans will seek to drop substantial 
parachute troops in Syria and Iraq for 
the purpose of cutting the two pipe lines 
running to Tripoli and Haifa, ‘The length of, 
those two oll ducts suggests that it may prove 
very dificult to maintain effective protection 
over them, and from that point of view they 
are very vulnerable, 

The situation of Turkey will naturally 
arouse some anxiety until the position is 
clarified, ‘There are signs that Germany and 
Soviet-Russia may have some secret under 
standing for another territorial grab at the 
‘expense of the Turks, who for the time being 
are as completely surrounded as were the 
Poles when Hitler invaded their country. The 
‘Turks even at this late hour announce their 
determination to defend thelr interests 
‘wherever they may be menaced. They mi 
conceivably obtain some respite while the 
struggle for the Iragt oilfields is decided, but 
that they will in turn be attacked seems now: 
to be a foregone conclusion’ It appears 
to be only a question of time, unless Britain 
can foil German machinations in Iraq, which 
may be difficult but should not prove 'impos~ 
sible, A reverse to the Germans in this part 
of the world would be just as, bad for them. 
as one would be for the British. ‘The latter 
will not occur if the British continue to move 
with the rapidity and the firmness, they are 
displaying at present, 


























THREE ARTISTS. . 
May 5. 

It was interesting to read the other day 
that Mussolini is reported to have complained 
that one of the disadvantages of being a 
dictator was that he was unable to give the 
time he would like to practicising on the 
violin. No further information was  avail~ 
able, No indication whether he played well or 
not ; just the plain statement that he was not 
getting enough practice. Tt is a pleasant 
thought that when the two chief actors in the 
drama of destruction which the world is now 
‘witnessing are able to get away from the plan~ 
ning and execution of evil, the one seeks 
‘solace in music, while the other, Hitler, prob- 
jably takes up his painting again. Hitler in 
‘his youth badly wanted to become an artist, 
‘He was told when he applied at the academy 
in. Vienna for instruction that he had no 
talent, and_ inspection of reproductions of 
some of his work clearly proves that the 
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people in Vienna knew what they were talk~ 
{ing about. At least one of the water colours 
suggested that he was very much taken with 
old ruins as subjects for his “art.” ‘That may 
account for the apparent glee with which 
he sels about making them throughout 
Europe, and why he is fiiching all the art 
‘veasures he ean lay his hand on, either to 
satisfy his lust for possession, or to sell them 
abrond to obtain the much-wanted exchange. 

‘Being unable to satisfy his ambition as an 
avlist, but stil, apparently, determined to 
paint'something, Adolf went into the decorat~ 
{ing business. What he did in this direction 
is not known, but there is the possiblity 
that if he had succeeded as a house painter 
he might have been contented with his lot 
and never have aspired to become a dictator. 
‘The indications seem to be that he was @ 
failure in that business, and so. embittered 
Adolt went into politics. Mussolini started 
life ag a journalist. He seems to have done 
fairly” well in that Tine, but he committed 
the mistake of trying his hand at.a novel. 
‘As a novelist_he was not a conspicuous 
‘success, and his effort “The Cardinal's Mis- 
tress” is just about as naive a piece of writ- 
ing as could possibly be expected. Neverthe 
less if he had confined his efforts to perfect 
ing himself in the writing of fction, Italy 
Would have been spared a great: amount of 
present distress, and that more which is yet 
to come. But he regrets he docs not have 
time to play his violin. It may confidently 
be said that he has fiddled enough already, 
fiddled away an empire, and is now apparent 
ly trying by land-grabbing in the Balkans 
to rehabilitate a Kingdom, for the word 
empire is, it is reported, no longer current in 
Malian pronouncements. 

‘Opposed to these two pseudonartists is Mr. 
Winston Churchill. A writer of probably the 
best and most forceful English of the present 
day, Mr, Churchill is an artist of no mean 
merit, producing work good enough for ex- 
hibition and sale, ‘That Hitler could never 
do. In addition the British Prime Minister 
{sa bricklayer, and can build houses. for 
himself in the best workmanlike style, doing 
something constructive. ‘That is in distant 
contrast with Hitler. ‘The man poses as 
having some architectural knowledge, and in 
sists on playing the rdle of an expert when 
it comes to planning governmental buildings 
in Germany. On the other hand he is an 
adept at destroying things. There is to be 
seen the great difference between the two 
leaders of the warring ideologies. In Mr. 
Churchill there is the constructive man an~ 
xlous to bulld up to improve the world. In 
Hitler there fs the personification of destrue~ 
tive evil willing to tear everything down in 
order that his ambitions shall be satisfied. 
In the one there is the desire to preserve and 
enhance that freedom for which the world 
has beon struggling for centuries 
other only a wish to go back to the dark 
‘ages and shackle the wotld with the ayves of 
abject slavery, perhaps more abject than 
that of any other period in the history of th 
world. Thus when this war is reduced to 
terms of the three leaders it is being fought 
between a good artist on the side of demo- 
‘eracy and two bad ones in opposition. ‘The 
chances ave that, as Mr. Churchill ean out= 
paint Hitler and out-writo Mussolini, what 
appears to be numerical inferiority on the 
part of the Allies will eventually turn out 
to be in fact real superiority in talent which 
‘will give the forces of good the final victory. 

















HITLER’S SPEECH 
May 6. 

‘The more Hitler’s speech is considered the 
more difficult does it become to understand 
exactly why at this juncture he decided to 
make it. It runs true to type, and much of 
what he says he has said so many times be- 
fore that those portions of his speech can be 
disregarded. Obviously quite a great deal 
ot his remarks was devoted to boasting of 
the German success against Yugoslavia and 
Greece, and the admission of casualties of 
such slight numbers that it is almost a 
‘wonder that he admitted losing any men at 
all, ‘The facts are well known, and the main 
‘one is that most severe casualties were in~ 
flicted upon the Germans and the Italians, 
and that Hitler, at this advanced stage of 
what he assured his people would be a quick 
war, dave not admit to his people that the 
Germans in the Balkans received a severe 
manhandling. Everything possible has been 
done to prevent the truth becoming known 
to the German masses, few if any of the 
wounded being returned- to Germany for 
treatment but spread instead throughout 
Austria as was the case in the campaign 
‘against Poland, 

Tt was only a comparatively short while 
ago that Hitler and his minfons were assur- 
ing Germany thatthe war would be ended 
vietoriously for them this year. September 
was mentioned as the possible month. He 
has now intimated that he expects hostilities 
to last into 1942, boasting that in that year 
German soldiers will possess better equip- 
ment than in this, Mr, Wickham Steed holds 
to the opinion that the Hitlerian timetable 
has already been delayed no less than nine 
months, That seems to be justified from Hit- 
ler’s boasts as he embarked upon this war, 
‘when he promised he would be in London by 





August 15 of last year. It is now May of this 
Year and he is just as far from entering the 
British capital as he was prior to'the collapse 
fof France, His latest admission suggests that 
hhe is preparing his people for the probability 
of his being well over a year behind his pro- 
gramme by the time 1942 comes round, and 
is enddavouring to reconcile them to the 
prospect of another winter of war with, the 
promise of better equipment of the Geran 
oops. 

His picture of the British “a rarely intel~ 
ligent people,” being misled into this war by 
Mr. Churchill is one of those ridiculous 
statements to be expected of the perfervid 
Hitler. He dare not tell his people that the 
moral of the British people, despite what his 
ruthlessness and wantonness has been able 
to do to them, has not weakened their 
determination to carry on until the menace 
of Naziism has been completely rooted out. 
He dare not admit that the Battle of Britain 
‘was lost last year and continues to be lost, 
He dare not confess that the Battle of the 
‘Allantic is not proceeding with the speed he 
would like, and he dare not disclose to his 
‘own people the lying statements concerning 
the losses he alleges Germans have been 
able to inflict upon the British mercantile 
marine. ‘That serious damage has been done 
the British would be the last to deny, but 
the fact remains that the almost astronomical 
totals, which he and his satellites claim os 
marine casualties, are the products of minds 
'0 disordered as to be able to convince them- 
selves of the veracity of lies. 

His reference to the Turks is also interest- 
ing. "He reminded Turkey that she was Ger- 
many’s ally in the last war. Yugoslavia, 
‘Turkey's ally, he said, recently turned against 
the Axis but Turkey reserved her independ- 
ence, ‘That German diplomats are en- 
deavouring to persuade Turkey from her 
present stand is only too obvious. But the 
‘Turks are acquainted with what has happen- 
ed to other countries which Hitler has 
penetrated either by fraud or force. They 
must know what will be their fate if they 
submit either to blandishments or force. 
‘Their temporary end would undoubtedly be 
that of Poland. All in all Hitler’s speech is 
not particularly astonishing, or epoch making. 
He does a lot of crowing on his own blood- 
sodden midden. The speech was good theatre, 
Dut it was the utterance of a man who has 
to prepare his people for another winter of 
suffering, a prolongation of the period of 
malnutrition. It was a preliminary warning 
of more hopes deferred, an admission that, 
though the German path may be occasionally 
lighted by the beacons of immediate suc- 
cesses, ultimate victory is just as far off now, 
0 far as he is concerned, as it was when he 
eriminally plunged Europe into this hideous 
war, 











SPORTS WITHOUT TEARS 
"May 6. 

Along with the Battle of the Atlantic, the 
Battle of the Eastern Mediterranean, and the 
possibilities of invasion, all of which Hitler 
has promised will be critical questions during 
this summer, the English themselves are 
about fo launch upon the Battle of the 
Cricketfield. ‘This battle, it appears, will be 
fought out among the English themselves, 
with the co-operation of some Australians 
and other Empire forces who will not. be 
engaged elsewhere on the extremely wide- 
flung area‘of all the other contests. It is 
therefore possible that Englishmen may re- 
ceive some shocks during the coming season, 
when’ they read posters, “England threatened 
with disaster,” and hurriedly buy an evening 
paper only to find that the Royal Air Force 
has taken six wickets for 30 runs and that 
the English tail is doing its best to wag 
‘against the deadly bowling of Robbins oF 
some other former international cricketer, 
who has been enticed into the Air Force. It 
must have been news to most followers of 
England's national game, that Walter Ham- 
mond, the best all-rounder playing today, is 
a member of the R.A. and is in the Middle 
East. "There can be one satisfaction felt over 
this, and this is that Hammond should prove 
2 formidable obstacle to Australian cricket 
victories in that part of the world. For there 
can be no doubt at all that, whatever the 
state of the war against the Nazis and the 
Fascists in those regions, cricket matches be- 
‘tween those ancient rivals, the’ Australians 
and the English, will continue to be played, 
though even on‘a small seale. 

‘This frame of mind may seem frivolous 
‘or even worse to many peoples who are now 
suffering beneath the Nazi heel. It would 
probably be quite incomprehensible to the 
Nazis themselves. This latter fact -should 
not, however, be taken as any evidence 
‘against it, ‘The Nazis noticed many years 
‘go that sports seemed to be one of the 
strong suits of the British people, and with 
the laudable object of making it also 
one of their own strong suits, adopted 
it with their usual vigour. The result was 
that they turned sport into toil. ‘Their young 
men benefitted physically from the exercises 
they were put through, but the idea of play- 
ing the game for the game's sake never en- 
tered into their heads. They played games 





because games made them fitter than any- 
thing else for the job of slaughter and con- 


‘quest for which their gangster rulers had 
designed them. Hence sport for its own sake 
never existed among them, but games be- 
‘came simply another form 'of military pre- 
aration for the grim task their leaders had 
Set before them. This may be one reason 
why they never took to cricket. 

‘The English are among the first to joke 
about the alleged dullness of their national 
game. A famous humourist who unfortun- 
ately had a brilliant career cut short by a 
German bullet in the last war, once told the 
story of the gentleman who died during a 
cricket match after seven ‘runs had been 
seored during the fall of two and a half 
inches of rain, and put the cause of death 
down to excitement. “His analysis was made, 
of course, before the modern world had 
Jearnt of all the different complexes and 
what-nots which inspire, or are supposed to 
inspire, even the slightest actions of anyone 
these days. Nevertheless it is possible for 
the dyed-in-the-wool cricketer to imagine 
some such situation arising, say, at the 
critical point of a Test Match, when, as it 
usually does; the variable British weather 
comes to the rescue of a side which has 
everything to win or lose by “playing out 
time.” But even if the analysis did prove to 
bbe wrong in this instance, every lover of the 
game who has sneaked away from his office 
during an important match and has sat at 
Lords during a spasm of showers which has 
made play impossible, will easily understand 
how it is possible for the enthusiast to give 
up the ghost for no other reason than sheer 
exasperation’ with the Weather Clerk. 

Sport has become such an integral feature 
of the British character that the Empire's 
enemies may well be puzzled by it. It seems 
nothing less than an insult to Goering’s much 
boasted Luftwaffe that 75,000 persons should 
have been able to assemble in Glasgow last 
Saturday to see an Association Football match 
between England and Scotland, and that the 
number should have been limited to only 
75,000 by the Glasgow police. One of the 
first proofs that a people is being terrorized 
by bombing and is losing its moral is a mark- 
ed tendency to avold crowds. Yet the English 
‘and the Scots had to be told that only 75,000 
of them could be permitted to enter the 
ground to watch this match—considerably 
fewer than were required to capture two 
hundred thousand Italians in Africa, ‘This 
‘sort of thing should give Hitler. or his pro- 
paganda minister, Goebbels, serious food for 
thought. In the ‘first place it is proof that 
there is no fear in Britain that the assembly 
of such large crowds might be taken as a 
pretext for agitation against the government, 
‘Such as is the case in Europe, where all large 
assemblies are forbidden. In the second, it 
should be noted that many, many more Bri- 
tons are willing to take the risk of meeting 
in a comparatively confined space to see a 
football match than there are Germans who 
are willing to take the same risk to hear 
the Fuehrer speak. And in the third place 
it shows that Britons, bombings or no bomb- 
ings, still retain a sense of proportion, Sport 
is as much a part of life as work. Jack has 
not yet, as has his Nazi counterpart, “be- 
‘come a dull boy.” 














AROUND THE WORLD 





Slave Labour 


1t prisoners of war working on farms and in 
other nonsmilitary production are included, tt is 
probable that there are now two million 
foreigners being used virtually os slaves In 
Nazi Germany. ‘The official German report on 
the number of foreigners who are now being 
employed in industrial plants in the Reich sets 
the figure at 670,000, but it is probable that 
the total is nearly a million. Some of these 
have been decoyed away from thelr own coun- 
tries by specious promises. Others, like many 
from Poland, have simply been forcibly. re. 
moved and put to work in cities whose names 
they. did not learn until’ they had actually 
arrived. The condition of these unfortunates is 
the nearest approach to slavery which has been 
reached in Europe for more than 2 century. The 
Polish workers who have boen so transferred 
have been given absolutely no choice. They 
have merely been informed ‘at 2 few hours 
notice that they must go, and have 
been rounded up and placed in trains 
to take them to thelr unknown destina. 
tions. In other countries, where the Nazis still 
hope to delude the population into the beliet 
that the “new order” which Hitler has apparent 
ly in the back of his mind {s really a good thing 
‘and will ultimately redound to their advantage, 
there are various subterfuges employed. Danisti 
workers, for example, are given six ‘months 
contracts on terms which soem on the surface 
to be remunerative. If the worker consents to 
remain on over this six months’ period, his 
wages. are Increased. But there are so many 
restrictions enforced that few will agree 
to the renewal of their contracts. Many of the 
Danish workers who have been employed in 
Germany have complained that as soon as they 
arrived at their destinations, they were inform- 
ed that there were several extra clauses which 
had to be signed before their contracts were in 
order. These clauses were alwaysto the detriment 
‘of. the worker. ‘They controlled his savings and 
Iimited ‘hls power to remit money he had earned 
home to his family. The result has in some 
caseg been considerable distress among their 

is. For the worker has never been 











allowed to repudiate the swindling contract he ! 





had. been deceived. into signing. While the 
‘Nazis were not prepared to stick to their side 


to his, even though it meant the possible starva- 
tion of his family, There is accumulating evid- , 
ence that not a single cligious, inter 

national, or commercial—which the Nazis offer 

is worth the paper it is written on.

a similar absence of any moral code controls 

their conduct towards the individual inhabitants 

of the countries they have conquered or overrun 

by consent. There is no question of Nazi con- 

sideration of the rights of the individual. The

for the convenience of thelr over-lords. They 

are reduced to medieval status of slaves. The 

Knowledge of this is spreading, and it should 

prove a powerful factor in preventing any more 

easy conquests by infiltration such as Hitler

Getting Out of China . 


Experiences of Foreign Group Leaving Country 
Show Difficulties ; Glorious Scenery 


‘OR the foreigner wishing to return home these days, getting 

out of interior China is almost as great a problem as entry 
A family of four lately planned an exit via Heng- 
yang and Shaokwan, but as this route is closed, another way had to 
be found. By air was finally ruled out, as accumulated luggage 
after nearly forty years in China had to be considered. For im-

‘Accordingly arrangements were 
made {o travel by trucks going to

Sleeping on ‘Trucks 


Equipped with food supplies, cot

This was at 
night. despite there being two men 
sleeping in the truck. Good locks 
would have prevented this thieving. 

‘Passport formalities and customs 
requirements were not as trouble- 
some as anticipated, ‘because our 
convoy leader took special pains be- 
forchand to have in hand the neces 
sary papers. etc. The regulations are 
fenerally reasonable and there is, 
usually nelther delay nor trouble. In 
fact; tho officials are, mast accom: 
modating ond reasonable. especially If 
the applicant is wisely police. 

Grand Scenery 

‘This time of the year, rains are’ 
not at all common. so dust now and 
‘then necessitates slow driving. The 
nights at the high elevations (of « 
mile 49 8500 feet) are likely to be: 
cool. ‘The scenery is often grand.

We crossed some 2.500 
bridges and culverts during the 
journey, all of them in good repair. 
‘A total ‘of about seven thousand men 
‘and women were at work keeping 
‘he road in repeir, and making im- 














provements. Gasoline it is usually 
not casy 1o get. and sufficient to get 
trucks to the Burma border should

be carried. At the border town of 
Wanting. and from there onwards 
‘gasoline is readily obtained. and of 
course at lower rates than in China, 

For safe driving, and with a convoy 
of four trucks, as in this case. a speed 
fof not to exceed 20 kilometres an 
hour is wise for the steep climbs and 
descents. Watching for trucks yoing 
in the opposite direction at too great 
‘speed is highly important, for the 
sharp hair-pin and "S” turns on the 
arrow road do not permit much 
Teeway, Brakes must be Kept in good 
condition. Just after crossing. the 
Salween River on the lately replaced 
suspension bridge. the brakes on one 
of our trucks failed to work well 
and we were slipping towards the 
edge. with the great river roaring 
Below in its rocky gorge—but the 
cmergeney brake held, and all was 
well. 

‘Tribal People Interesting 


It there is time, some study of the 
tribes people here and there is re~ 
warding. Superficial observation, are 
readily made, for the Shans, the 
Chins. the Kachins, ete. The regions 
traversed are so sparsely settled one 
wonders where the labour is to come | 
from for the projected improvements 
of the road. Certainly the great de- 
mand for transport calls for an im- 
proved roadbed. Contracts are al- 
‘ready let for resurfacing the road 
from Kunming to the Burma border, 
This will result In a good “tarmac 

road~-a surfacing which is very satis 
factory on most of the Burma section 
of the road. When this-is complete| 
this artery of transport will become 

‘all-the-year road, If foolish drivers 
yield to the temptation to speed, it 
Will simply mean more accidents. 
Better mechanics and drivers are 
needed, though the number of serious 
accidents is really low. for careful 
Griving is obviously called for. 

One feels that eventually a’ much 
greater population can find mainten- 
ance on the land, whethér in Yunnan 
‘or Burma. Terraced rice flelds show 
how industrious is the population. 
Some 80 to 100 terraces were count. 
fed, one above the other. on some of. 
the hillsides, likely the result of hard 
labour for several generations, How- 
ever, much of the terrain istoo rocky 
oF too sleep for agriculture. Goats 
are present. but there Js room and 
feed for many more. 

‘At the crossing of the majestic 
Salween one may look up and note 
a point of road which he is to reach 
some three hours later after much 
twisting and turning and elimbing, as 
well as after much fine scenery, Here, 
the engineers evidently found that the 
‘mountains and slopes had been most: 
carefully “arranged” so that descent 
to the river. and ascent after cross- 
ing was fairly easy. A like observa- 
ion might be made for-the.terrain at. 
the crossing of the Mekong River, In 
‘both places. the engineers have in- 
deed done well.

Bond sald, “however, the most re- 
‘eent and definite indications of Amer- 
ean Intervention both in the Atlantic

Chinese Members of 
S.MP.C. Accepted 


Shanghai, May 3. 
Being powerless to do anything 
owing to absence of both Civic and 
government leadership, the Chinese 
‘in Shanghai has to accept 
the Provisional Council of the Settie- 
‘ment. which met for the fact me on 
‘Thursday as a matter of course. Chi- 
nese here realize the seriousness of 
the changed situation but so far out- 
wardly they kept calm and disap- 
proval is evident only in their press. 
‘The attitude of the press is reflect- 
ed by the wording of the report 
‘about the meeting of the Provisional 
Council. “The administration of the 
Shanghai Municipal Counei} ‘hag al- 
ready undergone a change. It is hard. 
to predict what future has in stock 
Mr. L. T. Yuan (a Chungking nominee 
believed under the thumb. of ‘Nan- 
king) has “even” attended the meet- 
ing. | Another Chungking nominee, 
‘Mz. Yulin Hsi, was the only one of 
the 16 members of the Provisional 
Couneit who was absent. 

Informed Chinese circles _ stated 
yesterday that it would be dificult 
to expect Mr. Hsi to attend the meet 
ing of the new administration unless 
Chungking so orders. In the case of 
Mr. Yuan, coercion was rumoured to 
have been used. as was recently re- 
ported ‘by the Chungking press’ that 
he had been detained at the Astor 
House Hotel. 














Rumours Denied 


Chungking has not “acquiesced” in 
the situation contrary to rumours. A 
report from Chungking quotes a 
spokesman of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs at Chungking as’ stating that 
‘the Chinese government had not con- 
sented to the change of the adminis- 
trative changes in Shanghai, includ- 
ing the change of the Land’ Regula- 
tions.” ‘The Chinese government. 
would not recognize the Provisional 
Council because the Chinese mem- 
‘bers of that body had not been jegal- 
ly elected, he is further quoted as 
saying, 

Eaditorially, the “National Herald” 
pictured a very gloomy outlook for 
Shanghai on Thursday.

Bom in 1896, he enterdd the 
Saint-Cyr military academy jn 1914, 
‘When the war broke out, he was 
sent to the front as Second Lieutenant, 
‘and had been promoted to the rank 
of Licutenant by the time the war 
ended.

Yesterday is important because. tt

‘Marking an Epoch 


Although the day was marked by 
violence directed by patriotic youths 
against “traitors” in connection with 
a diplomatic question, it opened the 
way for what is generally termed 
the Chinese reneissanee, It is epoch= 
making a9 far as the Chinese eivil- 
faation is concerned, ‘The new litera. 
ture movement in’ which educated 
Chinese sought to simplify the elassi- 
ccal language, the great changes in the 
Chinese social system and ideas, the 
‘exchange of thought between the east 
and. west, and revaluation of 
practically ‘everything Chinese, con- 
tributed much towards the building 
of the new China, 


Leaders of the country began 
aluing the help of young men in 
their work and this was evidenced by 
the successful Norther Expedition 
led by General Chiang from Canton, 
which later established the Kuomi 
tang’s power at Nanking.

Tt appears‘that the first named. 
employed as an accountant of Chen 
Shing Enamel Works at 96 Kiangse 
Road. approached ‘Tsu with a view 
‘of borrowing $500-$600 to celebrate 
hig marriage. ‘This was in April, 
1940. 

‘Tsu. who is an ex-employce of the 
firm. told ‘Tsong that he could lend 
hhim’ money, of course, but thal 
interest would be high. advising him 
not to get into debl, He offered 
however. a money-making proposl- 
ion to the accountant, saying that 
the latter, as one entrusted with the 
books of the company. could m 
quite a goodly sum by disposing of 
enamel ware to other shops. 

Rager to make the money, ‘Tsong 
agreed to the plan and the two men 
started operating. selling thelr wares 
fo a shop in the French Concession.

Gang Smashed by. 
Central Detectives 


Shanghai, May 5. 

Aiming to smash another jan of 
armed “robbers operating in the 
International Settlement detectives 
from Central police station swooped 
upon a Chinese Todging house on 
‘Suturday evening (o start a series of 
arrests, netting them elxht gangsters 
and three females. said to have in 
one way or another participated in 
terime, ‘This number. however. should 
be increased within the next few 
days, since detectives believe that 
the gang is one of the tarzest to have 
perperated armed robberies here for 
Some time, 

Although no pistols had so far beon 
seized In the raids carried out by 
the detectives, the latler were confid~ 
cent that they would find the frearms 
Within the next few days. ‘The num- 
ber of erimes commilted by the gang 
‘could not be ascertained yesterday. 
but it had been proved that the 
gangsters had been active in the 
Central, Lowen and Chengtu Road 
distriels. TL may be ‘also. possible 
that they had operated in other dis- 
triets of the International Settlement 
‘ax well as In the French Concession. 

‘The first raid was conducted by the 
Contral station detectives late on 
Saturday evening when they visited 
Chinese lodging house in Hankow 
Road. Coming unexpectedly, the 
detectives found he wanted men. 
five in number, in one of the rooms. 
‘These were taken back to the station 
where they were questioned as to 
their activities and. accomplices. A 
Uittle tater. the detectives returned to 
the lodging house and took into 
istody three Chinese women. all 
faid {0 have been connected with 
the crimes committed by the gang.

‘These mendicants, mostly Russian 
Jand gipsy, had been “working” in 
Nanking Road, the Bund and Yuen

SMP. Headquarters received many 
letters about beggars in the Central 
district and went to work to clear . 
the area, ‘The Mrs, two to be given a 
Fhome were two Tussian women, fre~ 
fquently seen on Nanking Road’ near 
the Palace and Cathay Hotels, beg- 
ging trom’ oMce workers during th»

Police Force’ when an increase was 
Granted to policemen, transferred to 
the new force from the Chinese 
tolice. It was reported that these 
policemen had asked for an increase 
in wages, basing thelr request on the 
fact that’ the policemen, seconded by 
the Shanghai Munleipal Police, were 
receiving $105, while they were be- 
ing pald only’ $35 per mensem.

Chinese Steals From 
Brother to Gamble 


Shanghaf, May 6. 

An interesting story was told to 
the Central police station detectives 
by Kang Sz Hsiong. a young Chinese 
employed by his brother at the Yak 
Kyi Cotton Mill, on Sunday afternoon, 
when he claimed lo have been taken 
to Kiangwan where he was detained 
for several hours, being mistaken 
{for his brother. 

"According to his original report, 
he had been sent to the China and 
South Sea Bank, in Hankow Road, 


by his brother on Saturday 
morning to collect the latter's 
dividends and to withdraw some 


‘shares from the bank. This was done 
tnd the.youth was returning from the 
bank, with $428 in cash and $6,000 
in shares, when, in front of the Ad- 
ministration Bullding of the Shang- 
hal Municipal Couneit, he was stop- 
ped by two Chinese. 

Pretending that they were armed 
Ly holding their hands under their 
gowns, the two men, according to 
Kang,’ intimidated him and forced 
him Into a waiting car. The chauf- 
feur of the vehicle then drove away 
in a northerly direction, nally ar- 
riving in Klangwan. 

‘The victim was taken into a house 
and pushed into a room, where he 
was kept under guard for a few 
minutes. A little later, ten Chinese, 
all armed with mauseri, entered the 
room and began questioning him, mis. 
taking him for his brother. 

When the man told them that he 
way not his brother and that he had 
been sent to the bank to collect the 
dividends and to withdraw some 
‘shares, his captors relieved him of 
the money and shares and brought 
‘him back to the International Settle. 
‘ment, where they released him. 

‘This story. however, did not find the 
detectives ready to believe Kang, and 
further questioning forced the young 
man to confess that, after he had left 
the bank, he went io the Lien Chow 
gambling’ den in Yu Yuen’ Road, 
Where he lost all the money, 

Afraid to tell his brother the truth, 
Kang came home at about 2 am. on 
Sunday, saying that he had been 
taken to Kiangwan and that he had 
only been released after the robbers 
had taken away_his money and 
shares. 

His brother took him to the Central 
station to make the report and it 
was then established that the story 
had been fabricated to cover his 
gambling loss. He was brought be- 
fore the First Special District Court 
yesterday morning and was remand. 
‘ed in custody for one week,

As the latter wero 
‘obviously not going to do anything, 
T took the occasion to warn the local 
‘Chinese authorities of the provision 
in Article 270 of Chapter XXI, en- 
Aitled ‘The Offence of Gambling, of 
the Chinese Criminal Code, whereby 
“whoever, belng a public offeer, 
shields another person in committing 
‘any of the offences specified shall 
‘be liable to the punishment preserib- 
ed in the appropriate article in- 
teroased by one hal 

‘So lost to any sense of public duty 
were the authorities of both sections 
‘of the community that my efforts 
to arouse them to a realization of 
thelr responsilibities in this. serlous| 
matter were equally unavailing. 1 
was indeed given indirectly to un- 
derstand that, when once the negotia- 
‘ons for the establishment of a 
Special Police Force for thi 
fern Area were completed, tt 
missioner of Police anticipated the 
Suppression of all such haunts of 
vice in the district. ‘These negotia- 
tlons were completed on February, 1 
1941, when a Special Annex to the 
Regiilations was signed, as were the 
Regulations themselves and three 
‘Appendices thereto, by the Mayor of 
the Shanghai Municipal Government 
and the then Chairman of | the 
Shanghai Municipal Council. ‘This| 
Annex provided that as soon as tha 
Western Area Special Police Force| 
had been organized and commenced 



































to funetion “all iogitimate busi 
mosses (Such as the running of 
gambling dens and trafficking in 


‘opium) shall be forbidden to exist 
within the area under its jurisdie« 
‘tion, 

“This Police Force has now com: 
menced to function, but both sections 
‘of it appear to be as impotent as 
Before to secure the suppression of 
this infamous resort in Avenue Haig. 
T personally was not too much affect- 
ed by the nuisance. as the newer 
Dullding which had been erected im- 
mediately behind my quarters had 
recently been little used. I was, 
horrified, however, on visiting friends 
the other evening, 10 discover th 
the original nuisance was still in full 
‘last, For them, and presumably for 
‘others whose flats are immediately 
‘opposite the present resort, the 
nuisance consists of the following 
yepiilsive -elements:—Incessant hoot 
ing of cars by day and night; noise 
caused by the shouting and fighting 
fof the hordes of rogues and vaya 
‘bonds who frequent the lair; “the 
‘nightlong clattering of plates in_the 
Keitchen, the raucous shouting of the 
coolies employed there, and the foul 
‘Stench that filters therefrom; clouds 
fof smuts that enter the windows from 
the constantly smoking chimneys; 
and the banging and hammering of 
the carpenters, who seem to be ale 
ways adding something to the build- 
ing. As a result of ‘these discom- 
foris my’ felends, and presumably 
others in a similar plight, are unable 
to use two of the four rooms in their 
fat 

"With the establishment of the new 
Police Force for the Western Area, 
the Oabby excuse that the premises 
fof the resort are oulside the Settle- 
ment’ manifestly no longer holds 
Water, and T call upon the new, 
Council and other authorities con- 
‘cerned, whoever the interested part 
fet ond whatever the Interests in- 
volved in the venture may be, to 
act up to the undertaking expressed. 
in the Special Annex and relieve 
the harassed people of the neigh. 
bourhood of this pestilence in their 
midst.

‘The Amalgamation Question 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cumxa Dary News’ 
‘Sim—May I seek the hospitality of 
your columns lo comment on recent 
Correspondence concerning the com- 
bination” of the two Cathedral 
‘Schools? 

‘Panexr maintains that the only prac- 
leat solution is to amalgamate; but 
is this so? The authorities of the 
Girle' School appear to be consider- 
Ing another solution; and despite 
rather frequent, allegation to the con 
trary, there 1s nothing much wrong 
‘with ‘the School Certificate results of 
‘either School. if one is fully con- 
versant with all relevant facts. 

"Actually, this amalgation has been 
discussed before, and it was definitely. 
‘ascertained that both Schools could 
Rot be accommodated in the Girls’ 
School, ‘Myburgh Road is, I agree, 
searcely salubrious, but the Union 
Jack Club's building is only about 50| 
‘yards down it, and all the boys’ class~ 
Yooms are well above the street—in| 
fact. they look down on the roots of 
the bulldings opposite. T don’t know 
who are the “stick in the muds” re~ 
ferred to by Panexr, but all the 
‘anonymous correspondents appear to| 
ignore the very serious legal dificul- 
ties which have to be surmounted 
‘before amalgamation is possible, even 
iCanyone could find or (still better!) 
provide adequate accommodation for| 
both Schools. It Parent forms a 
Parents’ Committee. I will gladly give, 
them all information I can, 

"ANOTHER PARENT refers to the 
“exceedingly high fees.” “The average | 
fees for a Cathedral Schoo! at home 
fare about £10 per term (say about, 
$750)—no less than three times as 
much as the Cathedral School 
(HLE) charges even now: so T 
really do not feel that there Is much 
to complain about on this score, pro- 
vided. of course. that the education 
given here is of a  “home-side” 
standard; it is. ANorumn | Panexs| 
speaks of "the present Committee,” as 
if there were only one Committee; a 
mistake ‘surprisingly common 
now. ‘The two Schools are enti 
separate Institutions, with quite dis- 
linet governing bodies; further. the 
Boys’ School receives far the greater 
part of ts income from the Henry 
Lester Endowment. and this under 
certain specified conditions which 
feannot be ignored at will. 

‘But it is the Morwen or Gms 
who causes me to write this, as she 
writes: —'T sincerely hope that... the 
heads will be big enough to get to- 

snd come {0 some arrange 
two individuals referred 
in no position to do any sueh 
thing: nor would “the staff of the 
sald schools” be able to affect the 
Issue. All this is a matter for the 
two governing bodies concerned, and. 
Tam perfectly sure that if they were 
‘approached (but not anonymously). 
they would give every consideration 
to any proposal put before them: a8. 
incidentally, they always have done. 
For my part, T would gladly give any 
Information 1 eould to any parent or 
to a Parents’ Committee: and. if T 
may say so. I think it would be better 
to verify the situation before discus 
sing it publicly; had this been done, 
the recent correspondence would have 
‘been differently worded. 
nally, may I deprecate any such 
remarks as "the board of management 
svr++-d0 not Feallze the diMculties of 
those’ parents....."?

Sm—Recently pupils of the 
Cathedral Schools were handed out 
pamphlets ‘of “This applies to you 
and me" by Captain Harold Balfour, 
To quote “his message in part, he 
states:—"We must never be satisfed 
with what we are doing—and_no 
one can do too much.” He also goes 
on to say. “Let us be rebellious| 
against waste and inefficiency.” 1 
think these are excellent slogans for| 
the boards of management of ‘both 
the Cathedral Girls’ and Boys’ 
‘Schools to adopt. 

Tn connection with my recom: 
‘mendation that the two Cathedral 
Schools be amalgamated in order to 
effect a drastic cconomy, and atthe 
same time improve the standard of 
teaching, the suggestion has received 
the endorsement of other parents 
writing in these columns. and the 
very welcome support of the “North- 
China Dally News.” . The only note| 
of dissension appears in the Rev. P. 
C. Marnimws* letter. ‘This gentle-| 
man disagrees with me, but offers 
no plausible argument against my 
‘amalgamation proposal. He states; 
that “Pancyr maintains that the only| 
practical solution is to amalgamate; 
but is this 50?” T soy, very definite: 
ly, $0, and if not so, why? 

‘The Rev. P. C.' Matmews also 
states in his letter that the amal- 
gamation scheme has been discussed 
before, and it was definitely ascer- 
{tained that both schools could not| 
be accommodated in the Girls’ 
School. 

Last year, after the fecs of the 
Girls’ School were raised. extensive 
alternations and additions were| 
made to improve the teachers’ quar- 
ters. It's absurd that lavish quar- 
ers are handed over to teachers in 
the Cathedral Girls’ School building. 
when there are.no boarders kept in 
the school, and there is no earthly 
reason why so many teachers must 
bbe housed in the school building. I 
recommend that the teachers. be| 
forthwith asked to vacate — these| 
premises, and that the additional 
space thus secured be made avail- 
able for class-rooms. ‘The services| 
of an architect will speedily con- 
vince the Board of Management that 
these alterations could be effected| 
speedily and economically. Exten- 
sive changes were recently’ made for 
the teachers. why not for our girls 
and boys now? 

Regarding. the “legal_dificulties” 
mentioned by 
Marmews, 1 feel that it would be 
belittling the eapabilities of our local] 
Jegal_ minds, if’ this barrier could| 
not be overcome. My contention is| 











‘that if the age-old problem of Land| 
Regulations governing the Shanghai| 
Municipal Council has been solved

Sitistactorily. in order to cope with 
present conditions. 

‘This is no time for smug com- 
placency, or stuffy old ideas: The 
position of the parents vis-a-vis the 
present extravagant educational sys- 
tem, of segregating a handful of girls 
and boys in separate expensively run. 
‘buildings. must be faced squarely. 
expeditiously, and, to quote Captain 
Harold Balfour. robelliously! 

T would recommend that the 
boards of management of both 
‘schools, as an indication of good will, 
‘and. their earnest desire to co” 
operate. forward parents a circular, 
with a view to ascertaining their 
views in connection with the pro- 
posed amalgamation, to be accom- 
panied by copies of correspondence 

jppearing in the “North-China Dally. 
News,” on this subject. 

‘There has not been one single 
sound argument put forward as to 
‘why the amalgamation shouki not 
be put in effect immediately after 
the summer holidays. I would also 
recommend that the Union Jack 
Club, at present housing the Cathe- 
ral Boys’ School, be rented to 
British or allied interests, and a 
very handsome profit could be turn- 
‘ed over to the War Fund. or perhaps 
a portion of the profits thus secured 
could be turned over to offset the 
cost of altering the Girls’ School. 

In hls concluding paragraph the 
Rev. P. C. Marmurws states:— 

1 feel tt Js a poor return to make 
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1 fully appreciate the dimpulty 
these “groups” must contend with, 
and I feel sure that they will be 
frateful in the knowledge that, by 
effecting a merger. the responsibilit- 
fes- trials and tribulations of man- 
‘agement will Me with only one 
group, and the other group, once’ 
felleved of their arduous duties, 
Will be able to direct their altruistic 
activities to school improvements. at 
the same time, always keeping their 
weather eye open to radical changes 
demanded by time and cireumstances.

‘On the authorities quoted, counsel 
argued that lotteries ‘were ‘rendered 
egal only by statute and ware 
awful at common law. An act of 
1088 was the first act of its kind 
making lotteries unlawful, The carry 
ing on of a lottery was made an ine 
Aictable offence. it, was a matter of 
procedure relating to the punishment 
meted out to those operating lotteries 
and lotteries were dealt with as a 
commen nuisance. 

Reverting to the second point 
raised by Mr. Rankin that lotteries 
came under the police power of gov- 
ernment he said: “Let us see exact- 
ly to what extent the British Gov- 
ernment has allowed the question of 
Tolleries to be placed under local 
government control. I refer to Order= 
in-Couneil 210 which enables His 
‘Majesty's Minister to agree with re- 
presentatives of other powers for the 
making of regulations and bye-laws: 
applicable to the International Settle- 
ment. By virtue of that order-ine 
council. the Land Regulations and 
bye-laws in force including bye-law 
34, which permits the Couneil with 
the consent of the various powers to 
Heense the sale of lottery tickets in 
the Settlement. ‘The order-in-counci) 
siates that these bye-laws andr 
gulations are binding on British 
Jets.

STRAY NOTES 


Welhaiwel, Apr. 171 was privileged this 
‘evening to see my noighbours sowing Indian 
‘corn for next winter's flour, and although some 
‘of them were half a mile or more away it was 
easy to follow every movement through the 
slasses. Since war has ‘passed this way there 
fare few beasts of burden to be seen and men 
have returned to the primitive plough-which wes 
probably used in some form before any draught 
animals were domesticated: this weoden plough 
fs lke a large letter L with a backward lip: at 
the top, so that when it is tipped over back 
wards to an angle of 45 degrees or more, one 
man pulls with the “lip” over his shoulder and 
fone man pushes the base of the L: (the modern 
arrow-head of steel which cuts the furrow is 
Atted just below the angle of the L). Four men 
in all’ are required for this sowing: behind the 
two who work the plough comes stout Farmer 
Wang with a short blue sillt coat and padded 
trousers Ued in at the ankle (the glass of 
fashion in these parts): Farmer W. ‘walks with 
a springy bow.legged stride to straddle the 
furrow, as he throws in batches of four or five 
corn séeds at intervals of about two feet: this 
fs, of course the maize which grows on a great 
high stalk, and out of every batch of seeds so 
sown, only one plant will be kept—the weaker 
growths being weeded out, Behind Farmer 
[Wang comes a rather cescrepit looking charac. 
ter, the lowliest worker of them all: he is a 
sort of “cad” in the farming world whose main 
Job Is to carry baskets and do all the dirty work 
for the others: in this ease he carries a basket 
of old pig and cow manure mixed, and throws 
it into the furrow by handfuls as cach bateh of 
/seeds is dropped. And when the sowing is done 
Farmer Wang stalks solemnly home, hands be- 
hhind back, followed by his two ploughmen, 
leaving the poor “cad” to finish the job: for be 
‘Must next drag a board, weighed down with a 
heavy log, back and forth across the fleld until

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


Apr. 29.—We had the pleasure of calling on 
lone ot Shanghai's foremost Iris experts last 
jSundsy. When we arrived, he was” busy 
pruning trees in his garden'on Lucerne Road, 
lout he found time to show us his fine collection 
lof Bearded Irises, many of which were in full 
bloom, ‘There were some beautiful varieties 
in the beds especially prepared for them and 
the growth was so healthy and strong that we 
wondered why more of these plants are not 
jgrown here. There must be few plants so 
Jaccommodating as the bearded irises: they are 
not very hard to please; but they do repay 
Jerowers for a little more care and attention 
fond a better location than that generally pro- 
vided for the old-fashioned “Blue Flag” Iris, 
[They dislike organic manure; but they do not 
mind a little bone meal and, unlike the Japan- 
ese iris, they like lime. ‘The gentleman. we 
visited i a real iris enthusiast: he takes ple: 
sure in giving away nls surplus plants and we 
shall not be very far away when he is divid~ 
ing his roots late in Moy. It is impossible to 
describe the flowers we saw on Sunday and at 
the same time do them justice: there are so 
many shades and coloured veins in some of 
them that the combinations of colour can only 
Ibe termed remarkable, We even found it dif- 
fReult to choose a favourite and it is with a 
feeling that we are being unfair to many of 
the others when we say that the variety 
"Souv, de Loetitia Mignaud” appealed to us 
more than the rest. The flower stems were four 
feet high and the Mowers were large and such 
ja lovely shade of blue. We counted twenty 
[perfectly shaped, pure witite Rowers, on a single 
nt of “Purissima,” while the top flowers on 
2 plant of “Luaia” were five feet above ground 
“Alta California,” with its charming 
yellowish flowers, is worthy of special mention 
Jand a variety named “Happy Days” standing 
head and shoulders above all others in a bed 
close to a bind bath, was a real beauty, “Sum~ 
mer Days," “Pink “Opal,” and “San Gabri 
were also’ charming and it Is a pity that the 
fhuge ‘flowers of these irises are so fragile, 
However, the planting of a windbreak protects 
them from strong winds and we could not ex- 
pect lowers with such beautiful colourings t¢ 
be as hard to damage as those of some of our 
lother garden plants, Perhaps we should not 
ike them so much if they were—W.J.K, 

May 1.—The Banksian Rose (Rosa Banksiae) 
is now making a fine show on many pergolas 
jand arbours. This non-prickly Chinese climber 
Produces stems of great length and masses of 
double white or yellowish flowers. The lowers 
are small and slightly fragrant. The double 
‘white form was introduced into Europe by a 
namesake of ours in 1807 and it was named in 
honour of Lady Banks, whose husband, Sir 
Joseph Banks, was a great patron of botany 
fond horticulture. The first plant introduced is 
said to be still growing at Isleworth. We saw 
‘2 "Banana" shrub in fower the other day: it 
was hidden away in a shrubbery, but It was 
impossible to pass it by unnoticed: the scent 
Jot its flowers was so strong. This shrub Is 
known botanically as Michelia fuscata, it is a 
native of China and the flowers are of a brown- 
{sh yellow. colour, edged with a thin earmine 
Hine: they are a Iitle over one inch in diameter 
and exhale a very strong bananadlike fragrance. 
‘There are many Deutzia gracilis plants to be 
seen in full flower these days, this is probably 
the best of the Deutziss, it is certainly the most 
graceful and attractive. It is a Japanese shrub 
fand as its pure white Mowers are produced in 
[erect abundance in racemes along the slender 
‘stems, the plants are most attractive when in 
dower. There are many other deutzias grown 
here but the one in flower is a low-growing. 
shrub and ideal for planting on mounds or 
along the banks of a pond, Hybrid Tea roses 
are commencing to flower: there are some very 
pretty varieties to be seen here and there de- 
spite the hot weather which we are experienc. 
fing: the sun bleaches many of the blooms and 
although it is ripening the wheat and barley 
{in the country, we could do with some rain to 
fhetp newly-laid turf and many of the recently 
transplanted trees: we notice that many of the 
shallower erecks are drying up; but May ishere 
Jand we are expected to pick our flowers while 
fholding an umbrella in one hand during. this 
month, so we may shortly get more rain than 
[we need.—We.k.

‘mats on a bamboo framework inay be sufficient. 
but ‘a glass structure would be much better. 
Another member of the same family, Fleus 
Cariea, the Fig, is a native of Avia ahd this 
thrives and bears fruit in abundance hi 
while still another, Fleus elastica, the India 
Rubber tree, is grown extensively in green 
houses for indoor decoration: this plant ean- 
not, however, stand the rigours of an-average 
Winter in the’ open, Most of us who have visited 
Ceylon will remember the huge Banyan treo 
to be seen there, these are known botanically ax 
Ficus Indica. ‘The boughs of these trees grow 
‘almost horizontally from the main trunk and 
they send out cylindrical roots which grow 
down into the ground and penetrate the soil. 
‘These increase in diameter and support the 
branches besides extending the root system of 
the tree, The roots are sometimes assisted in 
their tasie of growing straight by the placing 
of hollow bamboos over them when they begin 
to grow. The area below one of these large 
Banyans is like a spacious hall supported by 
innumerable pillars and as the foliage of the 
trees grows so thickly, it soon becomes imper- 
us to sunshine. ‘Tradition tells” us that 
Alexander's army of over 5,000 men camped 
under a single tree which measured 2,000 feet in 
elreumferenee and which had more ‘than 3,000 
trunks. The Banyan in the botanic gardens at 
Calcutia is sald to have grown from a seed 
dropped by a bird into the crown of a date 
palm over 100 years ago: the main trunk of 
that tree was 42 feet In circumference a few 























years ago. Contrary to popular belief, the tree 
Known as the “Rubber” tree, which’ is to be 
‘seen in most of our gardens,’ is not the most 
important rubber-bearing plan: Hevta brasiliensis 
and Castilla-elastica produce far more rubber 
of a better, quality Wak.
